manhood, and nor. the land of knavery, trickery and cunning; who 
believe he IB not wise who Is not just, and that Justice is as much 
the other fellow's right as his own. Maybe a majority of Indiana s 
citizens are such. I hope so."

tence imposed on Morse at his original 
trial. 


Mr. Littleton's recent application for 


aliew trial for Morse was made on the 
ground that the jury was improperly 
guarded and that some of the jurors 
drank to excess during tho -trial. With 
respect to this charge the court holds

s deceived in this way. He grows 
clover for a. year or two and then turns 
under the clover sod, believing that h 
has thus added to the nitrogen in hi 
soil. But as the soil had in it muc 
acid the bacteria did not esist and th 
farmer had really been removing nitro 
gen from 'his field in tlie clover ha 
crop?, leaving the toil with less iiltro 
gen in it than it had before he sowc 
his clover. 


If a man wishes to find whether h 


soil contains too much acid for legv 
mitiou| (or pod-bearing) crops, lefhir
